She  was  the 
living  personification  of  the 
phrase,  "no  one  ever  is  defeated 
until  defeat  has  been  accepted  as 
a  reality."  Robert  Burns  was  an 
illiterate  country  lad,  Beethoven 
was  deaf  and  Milton  was  blind,  but 
their  names  will  last  as  long  as 
time. 

All  of  these  individuals  have 
gained  worldly  acclaim  through 
their  unexcelled  desire,  so  how 
much    more  should    we    have    the 


desire  to  gain  Heavenly  rewards. 
We  must  have  the  desire  to  stay 
close  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  to 
live  His  commandments  in  the  face 
of  opposition  and  to  better  man- 
kind and  God's  Kingdom  by  our 
passing.

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The  Service  of  the  Relief 
Society 

IN  Nauvoo  on  the  17th  March,  1842,  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  was 
inspired,  and  by  revelation  he  called  the  sisters  together  and  organised 
the  Relief  Society.  Joseph  Smith  stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  Society 
was  to  furnish  the  sisters  of  the  Church  with  an  organisation  through 
which  they  may  actively  foster  the  welfare  of  the  members.  The  duties 
of  the  Society  were  stated  to  be,  to  aid  the  poor,  nurse  the  sick  and  in 
a  general  way,  to  engage  in  charitable  work  on  behalf  of  all  those 
requiring  assistance. 

The  Lord,  through  His  wisdom,  has  called  upon  our  sisters  to  be  aids 
to  the  priesthood.  He  has  pointed  out  the  path  which  they  should  follow, 
and  He  has  given  to  them  this  great  organisation  where  they  have  autho- 
rity to  serve  under  the  direction  of  the  bishop,  and  in  harmony  with 
him,  look  after  the  interest  of  our  people  both  spiritually  and  temporally. 

The  sisters  can  go  into  the  homes  to  comfort  the  needy,  aid  and 
assist  the  afflicted  and  kneel  and  pray  with  the  downhearted.  The  Lord 
will  hearken  to  the  sisters'  prayers  when  they  are  offered  sincerely  in 
behalf  of  the  sick,  just  as  He  will  listen  lo  the  prayers  of  the  elders  of 
the  Church.  To  work,  sacrifice  and  give  together  for  the  blessings  of 
others  makes  us  truly  brethren  and  sisters.  We  learn  each  others  virtues 
and  do  not  emphasise  the  faults  of  one  another.  As  we  work  together  on 
temporal  projects,  we  prepare  ourselves  for  service  in  the  highest  of 
spiritual  spheres.  We  receive  strength  to  serve  God  obediently. 

The  Relief  Society  sisters  have  embarked  in  the  service  of  God,  and 
it  follows  that  they  are  in  the  service  of  their  fellow  men,  so  the  duties 
of  the  Relief  Society  are  not  only  to  look  after  those  who  are  members 
of  the  Society,  but  their  labours  extend  beyond  those  borders  to  helping 
anybody  who  needs  assistance  or  who  is  sick,  in  difficulties  or  afflicted  in 
any  way.  One  of  the  most  encouraging  promises  ever  given  to  people  who 
serve,  is  made  by  the  Saviour  in  these  words,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done 
it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto 
me."  (Matt.  25  :  40) 

The  Relief  Society  is  not  only  to  relieve  the  needy,  but  to  save  souls, 
and  the  Relief  Society  sisters  have  many  opportunities  to  carry  out  the 
Lord's  work  in  this  manner.  The  Visiting  Teachers  have  the  wonderful 
opportunity  of  going  into  the  homes  of  the  other  sisters  and  build  them 
up  spiritually. 

The  Relief  Society  teaches  and  trains  women  to  be  home  builders, 
and  to  recognise  that  a  testimony  of  the  gospel  is  the  foundation  for  a 
happy  home.  The  Society  performs  other  services  to  the  Church  such  as 
helping  to  raise  money  for  building  projects.  There  is  no  other  organisa- 
tion which  provides  greater  scope  in  service  than  the  Relief  Society 
whose  motto  is  "CHARITY  NEVER  FAILETH" 

I  am  truly  grateful  for  being  a  member  of  the  Relief  Society,  and 
for  being  able  to  participate  in  some  of  the  service  which  this  wonder- 
ful organisation  does.  I  know  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  with  the 
Relief  Society  and  that  He  guides  the  sisters  and  blesses  them  for  the 
good  work  they  do.

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The  Significance  of 
the  M.I. A.   to 
our  youth

I  THINK  that  most  of  us,  at 
some  time  or  another,  must 
have  discussed  the  relative  merits 
of  living  in  the  centre  stakes  of 
the  Church  as  opposed  to  living  in 
the  mission  field.  We  will  agree 
that  the  attempt  to  live  a  com- 
plete Latter-day  Saint  life  in  part 
of  a  sparse  Mormon  community 
presents  a  greater  challenge  than 
the  same  goal  in  a  region  where 
the  Church  is  numerically  strong. 

This  great  challenge  produces 
rich  blessings  for  those  who  strive 
to  meet  it.  First,  a  strong  testi- 
mony is  developed,  because  we  are 
called  upon  to  defend  our  faith 
and  explain  our  principles  on 
numerous  occasions,  and  we  have 
great  opportunities  for  taking  the 
gospel  to  others.  Secondly,  we 
appreciate  fully  the  value  of  the 
pi'inciples  of  the  gospel,  because 
we  have  a  ready  means  of  com- 
parison with  people  who  do  not 
adhere  to  our  standards.  The 
majority  of  us  are  converts,  and  as 
such  we  will  have  sensed  the  big 
difference  joining  the  church  has 
made  in  our  lives. 

On  the  other  hand,  this  conflict 
of  ideals  can  cause  members  who 
are  not  strong  in  the  faith  to  go 
astray.  In  particular,  it  exerts  a 
strong  impact  on  the  minds  of  our 
younger  people  who  are  still  deve- 
loping towards  adulthood,  and  to 
whom  immediate  material  attrac- 
tions are  paramount.  No  young 
person  brought  up  living  the  stan- 


dards of  the  Church  ever  rejected, 
for  example,  the  word  of  wisdom 
over-night.  The  process  works  as 
follows:  he  has  to  find  his  enter- 
tainment outside  of  the  church, 
the  people  in  this  social  group  do 
not  keep  Latter-day  Saint  stan- 
dards, eventually  the  desire  to 
identify  himself  completely  with 
this  group  and  the  "good  times" 
that  they  have  take  him  beyond 
the  reach  of  his  fellow  members 
and  either  long  years  or  a  lifetime 
is  spent  outside  of  the  Church. 

Parties  and  sports  activities 
assume  a  far  more  important 
status  in  the  minds  of  young  peo- 
ple than  they  do  in  the  minds  of 
married  people.  This  is  not  a  symp- 
tom of  immaturity,  but  represents 
a  real  need  at  that  particular 
stage  of  development.  If  our 
Church  cannot  supply  these  needs, 
then  it  is  judged  and  found  want- 
ing and  the  young  folk  look  for 
their  entertainment  and  recrea- 
tion outside  of  it. 

This  is  a  tragic  situation, 
because  strange  as  it  may  seem, 
our  pattern  of  life  is  not  moulded 
in  our  Sunday  School  services  or 
in  our  Sacrament  meetings,  but  in 
our  leisure  hours.  If  our  youth 
realise  that  our  doctrines  are  not 
only  compatible  with  healthy  fun 
and  good  time,  but  can  truly  en- 
hance the  joy  we  derive  from  our 
leisure,  then  spiritual  progress  will 
follow  until  an  unshakable  testi- 
mony is  built. 
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Conversely,  if  their  minds  are 
thrown  into  conflict  between  the 
teachings  they  receive  on  Sunday 
and  the  standards  of  their  com- 
panions, then  sooner  of  later  the 
Church  is  going  to  mean  less  to 
them.  A  parent  may  advise  a  child 
not  to  choose  certain  friends,  but 
this  counsel  may  come  too  late, 
may  not  be  heeded  or  may  not  be 
accepted  in  the  right  spirit.  Pre- 
vention is  better  than  cure.  How 
can  we  prevent  this  from  happen- 
ing? There  is  only  one  method, 
and  that  is  by  providing  so  well 
for  the  leisure  time  of  our  young 
people  that  activities  outside  of 
the  Church  will  have  little  or  no 
attraction  for  them. 

This  is  arranged  through  the 
Mutual    Improvement    Association 

which  is  designed  to  reach  each 
home  in  the  Mission,  Isolated 
families  can  have  Home  M.I.A.s, 
two  or  more  families  living  close 
to  each  other  can  have  a  Neigh- 
bourhood. M.I.A.,  there  are  small 
Branch  M.I.A.s  and  large  Branch 
M.I.A.s.  Mutual  is  not  just  a  Tues- 
day meeting,  but  a  week-round 
programme  including  sports, 
drama,  dancing  and  music.  Those 
who  are  attending  Home,  Neigh- 
bourhood or  small  Branch  M.I.A.s 
have  the  opportunity  to  join  with 
larger  branches  in  their  activities 
not  scheduled  for  Tuesdays,  and 
with  the  District  when  events  are 
arranged  on  that  basis. 

Parents  are  encouraged  to  help 
the  M.I. A.  by  becoming  active  in  it 


themselves.  For  those  parents  who 
are  able  to  attend  regularly  on 
Tuesdays,  the  Mutual  Study  Cla.ss 
is  in  operation.  The  Young 
Marrieds  Class  provides  for  those 
parents  who  cannot  attend  meet- 
ings because  of  their  young  chil- 
dren. The  reason  we  ask  you  to 
become  active  is  first,  we  would 
love  to  have  your  company,  and 
we  know  that  you  will  enjoy  the 
programme.  Secondly,  you  have  a 
duty  to  make  the  M.I. A.  strong  in 
your  neighbourhood  or  branch. 
because  it  is  going  to  benefit  your 
children,  either  immediately  (if 
you  have  children  of  Mutual  aget 
or  in  the  future. 


In  the  larger  branches  of  the 
Church  and  in  many  of  the 
smaller  branches,  when  the 
younger  people  go  out  over  the 
week-end  it  is  to  an  M.I.A.  spon- 
sored sport  activity  or  play  rehear- 
sal. Ten  years  ago  this  would  have 
been  the  exception  rather  than  the 
rule  in  this  mission.  What  can  we 
look  forward  to  in  another  ten 
years  time?  A  great  deal  depends 
on  the  support  that  the  members 
in  the  mission  give  to  the  M.I.A., 
but  I  am  confident  that  the  time 
will  soon  be  at  hand  when  the 
Mutual  programme  will  be  so  fully 
implemented  here  that  far  from 
our  youth  being  lost  from  the 
Church,  many  of  the  youth  of 
South  Africa  will  accept  the  gospel 
through  being  initially  attracted 
to  the   M.I.A. 


MISSIONARY  PROGRESS 

We  note  continuation  of  the  record  breaking  progress  of  missionary 
work  with  the  issuing  of  the  March  report  by  the  Church  Missionary 
Department.  There  were  11,801  baptisms  for  the  month  bringing  the 
total  for  the  year  to  30,970  for  the  three  months  of  1963.  This  is  compared 
to  the  1962  March  total  of  9.412  and  the  three  month  total  of  23,301 
for  last  year. 

The  March  total  of  11,801  is  the  second  highest  monthly  record  of 
baptisms  in  the  history  of  the  Church,  exceeded  only  by  the  12.343 
converts  baptised  last  December.

^^Organise  Yourselves; 

Prepare  Every  Needful  Thing" 


4  S  we  turn  back  through  the 
-^  pages  of  history,  many  nations 
have  risen  to  great  heights  and 
then  decayed  into  darkness.  Today 
they  Uve  only  in  memory.  The 
record  that  has  been  kept  is  the 
only  way  that  we  know  about 
them.  One  witness  of  some  of  thesa 
great  nations  is  the  Bible,  and 
another  is  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

In  the  days  of  Abraham  the 
great  Sumerian  Empire  flourished 
Their  cities  were  Haran,  Agade, 
Babylon  and  Ur.  Memphis  and 
Raamses  were  the  great  cities  of 
the  Egyptian  Empire  in  the  days 
of  Moses.  The  Bible  then  tells  us 
of  the  United  Monarchy  under  the 
reign  of  Saul,  David  and  Solomon. 
This  was  followed  by  the  Assyrian 
Empire,  the  Babylonian  Empire, 
the  Persian  Empire,  the  Pfolemau 
and  Seleucid  Empires  and  finally 
the  great  Roman  Empire. 

The  question  may  be  asked: 
What  made  these  empires  so 
great?  A  thorough  search  into  his- 
torical facts  reveals  that  these 
great  kingdoms  came  into  being 
through  great  leaders,  high  princi- 
ples, lofty  ideals  and  their  organi- 
sational abilities.  Let  us  briefly 
consider  the  rise  and  development 
of  the  Roman  Empire.  It  com- 
menced approximately  seven  and 
half  centuries  before  Christ  in  Italy 
in  a  tiny  spot  called  Rome.  A 
handful  of  families  got  together  to 
dfefend  themselves  against  their 
enemies,  and  from  then  on  they 
developed  a  law,  the  Roman  Law, 
which  still  forms  a  great  part  of 
the  laws  in  the  world  today. 


The  Roman  Empire  also  deve- 
loped the  mightiest  military  force 
in  its  time.  Some  featuring 
characteristics  of  the  Roman  Army 
were  their  great  military  leaders, 
their  strength  in  numbers,  organi- 
sation and  preparedness.  One  of 
the  ways  in  which  they  excelled 
was  the  Roman  Camp.  This  camp 
served  many  purposes.  With  iron 
disciplined  men  it  could  be  set  up 
practically  anywhere  in  a  very 
short  time,  which  was  a  great  ad- 
vantage to  their  forces.  It  formed  a 
little  haven  for  the  weary,  defeated 
soldier.  It  was  a  core  of  strength 
with  reinforcements  which  turned 
defeat  into  victory.  Yes,  the 
Romans  were  well  organised  and 
well  prepared. 

The  Lord  knows  the  strength  of 
each  individual.  He  knows  that  if 
they  are  well  prepared  and 
organised  to  meet  any  problem 
that  confronts  them,  victory  is 
sure.  The  Lord  knows  the  strength 
in  numbers  and  the  strength  in 
unity  and  purpose.  The  Church  is 
the  Lord's  Army  of  Righteousness, 
and  the  Sunday  School  plays  an 
important  part  in  it.  It  must  be 
well  organised  and  well  prepared 
to  meet  the  enemy.  Each  oflficer, 
teacher  and  individual  cannot  be 
overlooked.  The  plans  of  the  Lord 
are  perfect.  He  leaves  it  up  to  us 
to  organise  ourselves  according  to 
that  plan  and  prepare  every  need- 
ful thing,  for  he  said,  "Organise 
yourselves;  prepare  every  needful 
thing  and  establish  ...  a  house  of 
God."

^'rain  up  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go:  and  when  he  is  old,  he 
will  not  depart  from  it.  (Proverbs 
22  :  6). 

A  CHILD  is  the  most  pliable 
substance  the  Lord  has  ever 
placed  upon  the  earth.  He  made  a 
ch,ild's  mind  particularly  supple 
for  He  knows  that  these  early, 
tender    years    are    times    of    the 

greatest  growth  and  development. 

He  gave  children  to  people  He 
has  placed  a  tremendous  amount 
of  trust  in,  for  He  has  trusted  one 
soul  with  the  life  and  destiny  of 
another.

What- 
ever we  call  this  kind  of  love,  it  is 
the  greatest  and  noblest  kind  of 
love.  It  is  matchless  and  eternal. 
The  love  of  a  good  mother  stands 
next  to  the  love  of  our  Heavenly 
Father. 

Although  women's  best  known 
name  is  "wife",  her  crowning 
glory  is  "motherhood",  and  her 
kingdom  is  her  home  and  her 
children  are  her  life's  purest  gold. 
Mother  is  the  heart  of  the  home, 
and  she  is  God's  helper  in  building 
humanity.  In  the  absence  of  the 
father,  she  is  the  leader  of  the 
family  in  prayers  and  duties.  She 
is  the  child's  first  teacher,  which 
is  one  of  her  greatest  responsibili- 
ties. "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way 
he  should  go:  and  when  he  is  old, 
he  will  not  depart  from  it."  (Pro- 
verbs  22  :  6). 

Mothers  have  another  gift  which 
we  can  call  intuition.  What  mother 
does  not  recognise  that  warning 
when  harm  or  danger  has  come 
to  her  child?  A  mother  instinctive- 
ly knows  when  her  child  is  ill  or 
in  trouble,  and  this  is  part  of  her 
inborn  love. 

Motherhood  is  another  name  for 
sacrifice  and  devotion.  Mothers 
never  love  too  much,  but  some 
mothers  do  not  love  enough. 
Mothers  who  neglect  their  children 


in  any  way,  whether  it  be  their 
health  or  material  or  spiritual 
needs,  will  answer  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  this.  Jesus  Himself 
stressed  just  how  important  these 
little  one  are  when  He  said,  "And 
whoso  shall  receive  one  such 
little  child  in  my  name  receiveth 
me.  But  whoso  shall  offend  one  of 
these  little  ones  which  believe  in 
me,  it  were  better  for  him  that  a 
millstone  were  hanged  about  his 
neck,  and  that  he  were  drowned 
in  the  depth  of  the  sea."  (Matt. 
18  :  5-6). 

The  years  of  motherhood  are 
happy  and  useful  years.  A  baby's 
first  smile  or  tooth  causes  great 
excitement  and  joy.  His  first  steps, 
his  first  word,  his  first  laugh  are 
the  rewards  that  make  motherhood 
worth  while.  The  love  of  a  mother 
is  a  love  that  heals,  waits,  watches, 
gives,  does,  shares,  shelters  and 
understands. 

I  ask  you  all  here  this  morning 
to  thank  God  for  your  mothers, 
and  to  young  mothers  who  have 
children  yet  around  you,  may  God 
grant  that  you  may  give  them  such 
love  and  memories  to  cherish  as 
you  have  from  your  mother.  "Now 
I  know,  dear  mother,  just  how 
much  you  did  for  me.  I  didn't  rea- 
lise at  the  tim.e,  but  now  I  plainly 
see — what  you  must  have  sacrificed 
and  often  suffered  too.  Life  I 
know,  was  not  a  smooth  and  easy 
path  for  you.  But  I  remember 
Christmas  Treats  and  Summer 
holidays.  You  made  my  childhood 
happy  in  so  many  different  ways 
.  .  .  and  now  with  daughters  of 
my  own  I  keep  remembering  just 
how  much  I  owe  you.  Mother, 
thanks  for  everything."  (Patience 
Strong) .
